Clean-up operation was needed to 
remove illegal waste at Llandow

A CLEAN-up operation to remove waste 
mattresses illegally dumped on a site in 
the Vale has taken place. 

Natural Resources Wales oversaw the removal 
work at Llandow Trading Estate following a suc¬ 
cessful 2017 prosecution against Victor Keseru 
and Nathan Thomas, who admitted depositing 336 
metric tonnes of baled mattress material at the site. 

Su Fernandez, senior environmental crime officer 
for NRW, said: “Mr Keseru and Mr Thomas operated 
a mattress recycling and disposal company called 
Envik Recycling Services and were responsible for 
importing and depositing waste baled mattresses. 

“Waste mattresses had been tipped outside in the 
open and had also been used to fill up an on-site 
warehouse from floor to ceiling high. 

“Customers had paid Envik for the disposal/recy¬ 
cling of waste mattresses, and so they had benefited 
financially from this illegal activity.”

I WANT to bring 
the attention 
of Glamorgan 
GEM readers to 
an ever-increasing 
problem in the 
Vale, and in 
particular north 
Penarth. 

Over the last three 
weeks, there has been 
a large increase in 
airborne pollution and 
especially the constant 
smell of wood being 
burned. 

We have always 
had yellow/brown dust 
and grit fallout from 
Aberthaw Power Station 
chimney since the 
boilers were first fired 
up some decades ago, 
but this is different. It 
has been suggested that 
Aberthaw is now burn¬ 
ing biomass/coal mix 
and on some occasions 
is burning biomass wood 
chip only. 

North Penarth has 
always been susceptible 
to atmospheric down 
draughting due to the lay 
of the land and elevation 
of the area. 

Coming from a 
westerly direction and 
when the atmospheric 
conditions are adverse, 
airborne pollution can 
come to ground. It is 
obvious that this high 
increase in pollution 
levels will only add to

the risk of serious health 
problems in the future 
for the Vale population. 

Aberthaw Power 
Station has served its 
purpose, and it has been 
proved that other means 
of producing power can 
now take over from coal. 
In my view, Aberthaw 
should be shut down 
immediately and, if the 
Barry incinerator is ever 
allowed to operate, I can 
see the same problems 
for this area. 

The other problem 
which has become very 
noticeable over the 
last six months is the 
massive increase in road 
traffic fumes related 
to the Merrie Harrier, 
Cowslip and Redlands 
Road area of Penarth, 
and with the warmer 
weather on its way the 
situation will only get 
worse.

At Cardiff Crown Court in 2017 both defendants 
were given six months prison sentences suspended 
for two years, ordered to pay a court compensation 
order of £26,000 plus £6,500 costs each and ordered 
to do 225 hours unpaid work. 

This compensation order totalling £52,080 
recouped from the defendants will pay for the 
removal and disposal of the waste at an authorised 
facility by a qualified contractor engaged by NRW. 

Su Fernandez added: “The waste posed a risk 
to people and the environment and the cost of its 
removal would have weighed heavily on the public 
purse if the compensation order had not been made. 

“We will continue to clamp down on the illegal 
waste trade to protect our natural resources and our 
communities, and to ensure a level playing field for 
businesses who operate within the law.”

way. 


“It originated in Japan 
in the 1980s when an 
International Society 
of Nature and Forest 
Medicine was set up to 
study the health benefits. 
Shinrin Yoku invites 
you to walk slowly 
and quietly among the 
trees, to feel the ground 
beneath your feet, feel 
the breeze on your face, 
to touch the rough bark 
of trees much older than 
yourself, to feel the tex¬ 
ture of leaves, to look 
up and see the tracery 
of twigs and branches 
against the sky. 

“Shinrin Yoku means 
listening to the bird¬ 
song and other sounds 
of nature, smelling the 
damp earth and trees, 
appreciating the subtle 
varieties of green in 
the leaves of trees and 
plants. ‘Forest Bathing’ 
events have been held by 
the National Trust and 
the RSPB for several 
years.” 


Cwmtalwg is a frag¬ 
ment of ancient wood, 
mainly oak, ash and field 
maple; it is light and 
tranquil and accessible, 
the paths have handrails 
where there are steps 
on the sloping ground.

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Vale CCTV is 
in the spotlight 


THE Vale Council is reviewing 
its CCTV operation and says 
a sum of £350,000 might be 
needed to modernise it. 

The council says some equipment 
is unreliable and that it plans to 
re-examine whether cameras are in 
the best locations to combat crime. 
It will work with South Wales Police 
on the new review. 

Around 77 cameras are currently 
in operation across the Vale with the 
majority located in Barry, Penarth 
and Llantwit Major. The GEM 
understands that the Vale Council 
has informed local police chiefs of 
plans to withdraw funding for the 
CCTV partnership contract with 
neighbouring Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) which 
could save £70,000. 

Since April 2016, the monitoring 
of cameras in the Vale has been 
undertaken by Bridgend in the part¬ 
nership agreement. 

The Vale Conservatives are now 
in opposition on the council and the 
group leader Cllr Vincent Bailey 
told The GEM any suggestion that 
there could be a cut in CCTV fund¬ 
ing would “alarm residents”. 

He said: “This vital service needs 
to be protected, and the ambition of 
this council should be to increase 
coverage across the county - not to 
recklessly scrap them from our town 
centres. 

“We know that CCTV acts a 
deterrent and as a vital tool in the 
prosecution of countless criminals. 

“That’s why the Conservative 
group will fight any attempts to 


make our town centres less safe for 
residents and visitors.” 

Fellow Conservative, Cllr Janice 
Charles, said: “We need more 
cameras, not fewer. They act as 
a deterrent to serious anti-social 
behaviour.” 

The GEM approached the Vale 
Council and asked whether the cur¬ 
rent system was being scrapped and 
what sort of CCTV operation would 
be undertaken in the future. 

Cllr Neil Moore, Leader of the 
Vale Council, said the issue of 
CCTV coverage would be discussed 
at the next cabinet meeting on 
Monday, June 17. 

He explained: “A consequence of 
the financial pressures faced by all 
councils means it is necessary to 
review all services to ensure that 
they are still fit for purpose and cost 
effective. 

“As part of this process, we are 
currently exploring options for mod¬ 
ernising our CCTV provision as the 
old equipment we use is expensive 
to maintain and, in many cases, no 
longer reliable. 

“We will also consider where 
our cameras are currently located 
and whether these are still the most 
appropriate locations to have the 
greatest impact on crime reduction 
and detection. 

“A sum of £350,000 is required to 
fully modernise our CCTV capabil¬ 
ity and the allocation of this funding 
will be considered by cabinet when it 
meets on Monday. We will of course 
be working with our partners in the 
police on the CCTV review.”

Cllr Margaret Wilkinson, Vale 
Council cabinet member for Housing

A WELSH Assembly committee believes 
there are positive ways local authorities 
could use compulsory purchase orders 
(CPOs) to help regenerate towns. 

CPOs often have a negative eonnotation because 
they give governmental bodies the right to legally 
obtain sites without the consent of the owner. The 
National Assembly’s economy, infrastructure and 
skills committee is calling on the Welsh Government 
to encourage local councils to use them to regenerate 
towns. 

The committee says communities can be improved

if local authorities are given the chance to buy 
derelict buildings or land. It thinks forcing someone 
to give up their land should not be taken lightly, 
but there are positive reasons why councils should 
consider obtaining orders. 

The committee is recommending that the Welsh 
Government provides clear guidance and support on 
using CPOs and the benefits of using them. 

Where there are disputes, the committee recom¬ 
mends the Welsh Government should encourage the 
parties to take part in ‘dispute resolution’ to avoid 
costly legal action. 

The committee chair Russell George AM 
explained: “We all want to see our town centres 
thrive and for people to choose to cycle and walk 
wherever possible. 

“When used effectively, compulsory purchase 
orders can have a real impact in helping councils to 
achieve this. However, we know that at the moment 
local councils rarely use them due to potentially 
lengthy and costly legal wrangling. 

“Our committee has looked at the process for using 


CPOs and we believe that the Welsh Government 
can make it easier and more efficient...” 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian Johnson, who repre¬ 
sents Barry town centre, said it was in everyone’s 
interests that long-term derelict buildings served a 
useful purpose once more. 

“The Vale Council should use whatever powers 
possible to improve our town centres to make them 
vibrant and viable places. It isn’t good enough to 
shrug shoulders and say that it is the landlord’s 
responsibility or that there’s nothing that can be 
done. 

“With regards to Barry town centre in particular. 
I’ve asked Vale Council officers to make a list of 
long-term vacant buildings and find out why they 
aren’t being used. If a shop or building isn’t being 
used, then I want to know why, and what can be 
done to bring it back into use.” 

A Vale Council spokesman said it preferred 
to operate without resorting to CPOs: “The Vale 
Council is aware of the powers available with 
regard to compulsory purchase orders under various 


legislation, including both planning and Highways 
Acts; however, it is important to note that the 
process is both time consuming and complicated. 

“In recent years, the council has worked with part¬ 
ners and local developers to deliver key award-win¬ 
ning regeneration projects like the Pump House 
without the need to resort to compulsory purchase 
powers and while they remain in the regeneration 
armoury, it can be quicker and more effective to try 
and work with landowners to achieve meaningful 
outcomes.” 

The spokesman added: “However, the option of 
CPOs always remains available and can be appro¬ 
priate in larger or more complicated regeneration 
projects.”

June 5 and 6. 

Kay, who attended 
it, said: “One of the 
groups I belong to - 
Back to 60 Campaign 
- brought a court case 
against the government 
and I spent two days 
in London supporting 
them. I came away 
from the judicial 
review hopeful.”

Campaign’s case was 
put forward by Michael 
Mansfield QC and Kay 


said: “His presentation 
was clear, direct and 
powerful and we were 
all enthused by it.”

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Dark Phoenix sees X-Men bow out on a whimper... 


A fter The 
Last Stand 
had threat¬ 
ened to derail the 
X-Men franchise 
for good, Matthew 
Vaughn’s origin 
story, X-Men: First 
Class, soon got it 
back on track. 

Since then we’ve 
had the superb Days of 
Future Past and the not- 
so-superb Apocalypse, 
but, with 20th Century 
Fox being bought by 
Disney (owners of 
Marvel Studios), the 
latest X-film is likely 
to be the last in this 
iteration. 

Entitled Dark 
Phoenix, it sees Jean 
Grey (Sophie Turner) 
starting to develop 
powers she struggles 
to eontrol. Seeking 
adviee from both 
Charles Xavier (James 
MeAvoy) and an exiled 
Magneto (Miehael 
Fassbender), Jean 
doesn’t know whieh 
way to turn. 

But a stranger, played 
by Jessiea Chastain, 
may have the answers 


she seeks - but at what 
eost to Jean and the rest 
of the X-Men? 

Hollywood has never 
been one for timing. 

The purehase of 20th 
Century Fox by Disney 
(and, more erueially 
for film fans, the likely 
amalgamation of Fox’s 
Marvel eharaeters with 
the Marvel Cinematie 
Universe) was always 
going to be a huge 
dent in Dark Phoenix'^ 
ambitions; after all, 
why push a film that 
will probably see all the 
eharaeters reeast and 
plunged into new MCU- 
based adventures. 

That’s not to say that 
the film eouldn’t have 
delivered a satisfying 
swansong to the Fox-era 
X-Men franehise, but 
given that the series has 
been a ease of dimin¬ 
ishing returns since 
Matthew Vaughn’s 
sleek and stylish First 
Class, the auspiees 
weren’t good - and so it 
proves. 

Simon Kinberg has 
been involved in the 
franehise sinee writing 
2006’s The Last Stand, 


the elosing ehapter of 
the first bateh of the 
X-Men films, and one 
that was beset with 
issues, whieh resulted in 
a rushed, at times daft, 
and rather woolly film 
(albeit one this reviewer 
afforded glowing praise 
upon release). 

Here he attempts a 
‘do-over’ of that film’s 
Dark Phoenix story 
strand, and it’s safe 
to say that if Kinberg 
mishandled the ball 
baek in 2006, then 13 
years later he drops it 
eompletely. 

This is a film that 
sees the series peter out 
with a whimper, a limp 
and ham-fisted film 
that, while not the worst 
you’re likely to see this 
year, is a misfire on 
every single level. 

This is very mueh 
a labor of love for 
Kinberg; not just does 
he feel the pressure of 
having mishandled the 
Dark Phoenix story in 
The Last Stand, but he’s 
also on writing and pro- 
dueing duties, as well as 
this being the first film 
he’s direeted. 


The end produet 
smaeks of a film made 
by someone being 
stretehed in every diree- 
tion, the seript muddy 
and dull (at one point 
Kinberg essentially 
copies a seene from 
The Last Stand) and 
the direetion messy 
and devoid of any real 
inspiration. In fact, 
it’s a film that actually 
makes The Last Stand 
wholly bearable, whieh 
isn’t a reeommendation 
in any way. 

The film struggles to 
eonvey any real weight, 
rushing through plot 
points so that none truly 
resonate emotionally, 
whieh is a shame as 
there are many parts 
where the emotional 
aspeet eould have been 
dialled up. Kinberg’s 
laek of experienee 
behind the eamera 
(and arguably laek of 
deftness behind the 
keyboard) means these 
are undereooked. 

This is a film where 
the more established 
members of the east 
take a baekseat to 
proeeedings, so the

likes of James MeAvoy, 
Miehael Fassbender and 
Jennifer Lawrenee are 
put on the backbumer, 
whieh is a shame as 
while they’re not firing 


on all cylinders, they’re 
far better than the 
younger east on whose 
shoulders this film rests 
on. 

Sophie Turner’s per- 
formanee isn’t bad, but 
it’s saddled with soap 
opera melodramaties 
that are party the fault 
of the seript, partly the 
performer, while the 
likes of Tye Sheridan, 
Alexandra Shipp and 
Nieholas Hoult don’t 
get mueh opportunity 
to show their abilities, 
the eharaeters and 
performanees struggling 
underneath Kinberg’s 
poor seript. 

What’s also baffling 
is why reeruit sueh as 
seasoned and respeeted 
aetress as Jessiea 
Chastain, and then 
give her a role that is 


underdeveloped, drip¬ 
ping in basie villainy 
and vastly beneath what 
she is eapable of? 

Also, Kinberg’s 
deeision to keep her 
villainous identity a 
seeret baekfires hugely, 
the reveal of who she 
is drawing gigantie 
ambivalenee to all but 
the hardiest of Marvel 
fans. 

It seems a shame 
that sueh a promising 
rebooting of the 
X-franehise in 2011 
has ended up in sueh a 
disappointing mess of a 
film like Dark Phoenix, 
a film that very mueh 
feels like all involved, 
eonseiously or not, 
are going through the 
motions. Arguably 
X-Men'^ Fox years 
deserved a better send 


off than this - Dark 
Phoenix is nothing more 
than a gigantie letdown. 

VERDICT: Seeond 
time is not the eharm 
for Simon Kinberg, who 
yet again fumbles a key 
eomie book storyline in 
Dark Phoenix. A film 
that is dull, lifeless and 
bereft of all but a few 
redeeming features, this 
is a film that puts the 
final nail in the X-Men 
eoffin. Hopefully, the 
Marvel Cinematie 
Universe will handle 
these eharaeters better 
in the future. Poor.

THE grim fore¬ 
casts of the past few 
days were proved 
correct this morn¬ 
ing when Ford of 
Europe announced 
that its Ford 
engine plant, which 
employs 1,700 peo¬ 
ple, would close in 
September 2020. 

It is expected that job 
losses will be phased, so 
some workers may lose 
their jobs earlier. 

In a statement. Ford of 
Europe president Stuart 
Rowley said: “Creating 
a strong and sustainable 
Ford business in Europe 
requires us to make 
some difficult decisions, 
including the need to 
scale our global engine 
manufacturing footprint 
to best serve our future 
vehicle portfolio. 

“We are committed 
to the UK. However, 
changing customer 
demand and cost dis¬ 
advantages, plus an 
absence of additional 
engine models for 
Bridgend going forward 
make the plant econom¬ 
ically unsustainable in 
the years ahead.” 

Ford have been 
producing engines in 
Bridgend for 42 years 

The GMB union 
reacted angrily. 

Regional Organiser 
Jeff Beck said: “We’re 
hugely shocked by 
today’s announcement, 
it’s a real hammer blow 
for the Welsh economy 
and the community in 
Bridgend. 

“Regardless of 
today’s announcement 
GMB will continue to 
work with Ford, our sis¬ 
ter unions and the Welsh 
Government to find a 


solution to the issue and 
mitigate the effects of 
this devastating news. 

“What makes it worse 
is Donald Trump is in 
this country talking 
about a possible trade 
deal between the UK 
and the US - yet when 
the plant closes, the 
new line is likely to be 
produced in Mexico by 
an American company. 
“So much for the special 
relationship Mr Trump.” 

Ian Price, CBI Wales 
Director, said: “The 
planned closure of 
Ford’s Bridgend plant 
is a blow to the lives 
of all who work there 
and in its supply chains, 
as well as to the Welsh 
economy. 

“The workers must 
be given every help in 
re-training, upskilling 
and finding new oppor¬ 
tunities. Despite the 
bad news, we welcome 
that Ford recognises its 
obligations and is pro¬ 
posing a plan to ease the 
impact. 

“The Welsh 

Government and 
Westminster must do all 
in its power to sustain 
manufacturing in our 
country, and support 
industries under threat 
from a range of chal¬ 
lenges, from automation 
to a slowing global 
economy.” 

Ogmore MP Chris 
Elmore and Ogmore 
AM Huw Irranca-Davies 
AM said: “This is devas¬ 
tating news for all of 
the workers at the plant, 
their families and the 
wider community. Our 
thoughts are with them 
all at this difficuh time. 
This is nothing short of 
a hammer blow for the 
south Wales economy. 

“Alongside the 


workers and trade 
unions, and with support 
of Welsh Government, 
we have consistently 
pressed Ford to bring 
new investment to 
Bridgend. We are seek¬ 
ing urgent discussions 
with Ford to press the 
case again, despite this 
announcement. 

“Along with our 
Bridgend colleagues 
Carwyn Jones AM and 
Madeleine Moon MP, 
and local council leader 
Huw David, we will also 
be speaking urgently to 
the Welsh Government 
to explore any other 
employment and oppor¬ 
tunities for investment 
in Bridgend which could 
provide work for this 
highly skilled and loyal 
workforce. 

“We will do all we 
can to ensure that the 
workers and their 
families - including 
the many who live in 
Ogmore - are supported 
during this difficuh 
time. If this news means 
redundancy for workers 
then we must demand 
the best possible terms 
of redundancy from 
Ford because it’s the 
very least that these 
loyal workers deserve.” 

Senior members 
at Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) have described 
the decision to close 
Bridgend Ford as being 
‘the single biggest blow 
to our economy since the 
closure of the pits’. 

However, Cllr Huw 
David, Leader of 
BCBC, has pledged that 
the authority will offer 
workers at the plant its 
full support and that 
action is already being 
taken. 

He said: “Bridgend 


Ford has been our 
biggest single private 
sector employer at the 
heart of the community 
for almost 40 years. We 
are devastated for every¬ 
one affected by this 
decision, and we urge 
Ford to reconsider and 
to work with both Welsh 
Government and the UK 
Government to keep this 
plant open. 

“This is a dreadful 
situation for the staff at 
Ford to be in, and unfor¬ 
tunately it will have a 
knock-on effect on 
many other businesses 
which supply the plant 
with services as well as 
the wider economy, too. 

“Since rumblings 
about the plant’s future 
first emerged in January, 
we have been work¬ 
ing alongside Welsh 
Government colleagues 
to have a specialist 
response team standing 
ready. 

“The team features 
organisations who 
will work together to 
support Ford workers. 
It includes representa¬ 
tives from the council, 
Welsh Government, the 
Department of Work 
and Pensions, Job 
Centre Plus, Business 
Wales, Careers Wales, 
Bridgend College and 
more. 

“This response team 
will be able to work 
in partnership to offer 
a wide range of redun¬ 
dancy support and help 
workers gain access to 
new employment and 
training opportunities. 

“The staff at Ford 
are highly skilled, 
world-class workers, 
and wherever possible, 
we will be encouraging 
other businesses within 
the county borough to 
offer them alternative 
employment. 

“We have a number of 
initiatives in place which 
can support this, such as 
the ReAct fund which 
helps new employers 
meet recruitment and 
training costs, or the 
Employability Bridgend 
Programme which helps 
people to adapt, re-train, 
gain new skills and 
take advantage of fresh 
opportunities.” 


Cllr Richard Young, 
cabinet member for 
communities, added: 
“Make no mistake, this 
is the single biggest 
blow to our economy 
since the closure of the 
pits in the early 1980s. 

“That was the same 
period during which 
Bridgend Ford came to 
prominence, and it has 
played a crucial role in 
the county borough ever 
since. 

“If this closure goes 
ahead, Bridgend county 
borough is going to 
need significant invest¬ 
ment from both the UK 
Government and Welsh 
Government in order to 
offset some of the huge 
impact that this will 
have on the local econ¬ 
omy, the area and the 
community as a whole.” 

Bridgend 
Conservative councillor 
Carolyn Webster has 
called for urgent action 
from First Minister 
Mark Drakeford. 

She said that Ford has 
been deliberating the 
future of this plant long 
before Brexit became an 
issue, yet despite that, 
Ineos has been looking 
at Bridgend as a location 
for its innovative Projekt 
Grenadier. 

Cllr Webster said 
“Welsh Government 
seems to have been 
dragging its feet in 
working with Ineos 
to bring this exciting 
concept to Bridgend in 
time to retain the highly 
skilled jobs we have in 
Bridgend.

The father-of-one is 
keen to share his story 
as he wants other people 
with any symptoms to 
push for tests as it took 
him over a year to be 
diagnosed. 

“Because I was 
young at the time, I 
was told my symptoms 
weren’t anything serious 
and were likely to be 
IBS,” said Richard. “I 
had been misdiagnosed 
for a year despite 
having chronic stomach 
pain. 

“I had been back and 
forth to the doctors as 
the pain was so severe. I 
was a supermarket store 
manager at the time and 
I remember being curled 
up on the floor in pain 
once. Then I bled when 
I went to the loo and 
went into A&E. I was 
still there for a couple 
of weeks before I was 
diagnosed. 

“I should not 
have survived - the 
cancer had spread 
to three-quarters of 
my intestine.” When 
Richard was eventually 
told he had bowel 
cancer, he felt a sense 
of relief 

He said: “My first 
thoughts were, let’s 
get this sorted and start 
with the treatment.” 
Thankfully, Richard 


only needed surgery 
to remove the tumour. 
He later found out he 
had a faulty HNPCC 
gene, also known as 
Lynch syndrome, which 
increases the risk of 
bowel cancer. 

Richard said: “Sam 
is also at risk of having 
this gene, so he will be 
monitored when he’s 
older.” 

Sam, who was only 
two when his dad was 
diagnosed with cancer, 
said: “I’m so grateful 
for the treatment that 
helped save my dad’s 
life and I’m so proud to 
be able to be supporting 
Race for Life alongside 
him. By coming 
together, we can all 
do our bit to help beat 
cancer.”

A ‘lost’ queen is bad 
news for the bees 


THE swarming season is still 
with us, and no doubt several 
more calls to deal with bees 
will come in. 

Here at Fonmon Apiary, I have nine 
colonies and of these, two are showing 
signs of failing - why is this? 

The two failing colonies did swarm, 
and the new queens have both failed 
to rejuvenate their respective hives. 
One instance has been brought about 
by a queen failing to return from her 
mating flight. She may have been 
caught out by a rain shower or perhaps 
she provided a snack for a bird. For 
whatever reason, this eventuality is 
going to cause problems! 

To try and correct the situation, I 
have taken a frame of eggs, larvae 
and sealed brood from one of the fully 
functioning colonies and placed it into 
this queen-less colony in a hope that a 
new queen can be raised from one of 
the eggs, or perhaps one of the larvae; 
time will tell. 

The second problem colony does 
have a queen, but her mating flights 
have not been a success. How do I 


know this? Looking into the hive, all I 
see is drone brood (male bees) in the 
making. 

An unmated queen can, and will, 
lay eggs but every egg she lays will 
become a male bee and as we know, 
it is the ladies of the hive that do 
all that is required to ensure a fully 
functioning colony - so a colony of 
drones is going nowhere. 

This turn of events is not at all 
unusual in the beekeeping world and 
it will perhaps serve to reinforce the 
advice passed on to new beekeepers 
that having just one colony is not a 
good policy to pursue. 

My two swarms occurred at the end 
of April and new queens do require 
time to mature, mate and commence 
laying. 

A wonderful showing of hawthorn 
this year will certainly have been used 
by all pollinators and now the black¬ 
berry bushes are bursting into flower, 
and a good number of bumblebees are 
taking full advantage of this source of 
pollen and nectar.
